3.  Voted:  That  it  "Be  further  resolved  that  the  Se- 
lectmen be  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  and  instructed 
to  enter  into  an  agreement  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of 
tlie  Town  with  the  Highway  Commissioner  for  the  fulfill- 
ment of  the  purpose  of  this  Resolution.

Gentlemen : 

Herewith  I  submit  my  first  annual  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  public  schools  as  required  by  law.  Two  major 
aims  have  been  uppermost  in  the  mind  of  your  supervisor 
as  well  as  in  your  own  minds  during  the  past  year.  The 
first  of  these  is  the  welfare  of  the  children  and  the  develop- 
ment of  the  best  possible  type  of  rural  school.  The  second 
has  been  the  strictest  economy  consistent  with  a  reasonable 
educational  program. 

The  assignment  of  teachers  to  schools  during  the  past 
school  year  has  been  as  follows  :

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The  Board  of  Education  voted  two  years  ago  to  have 
the  assignment  of  teachers  to  schools  on  a  rotation  basis 
with  no  teacher  remaining  in  the  same  school  more  than 
rive  years.  This  plan, was  to  be  operative  at  the  end  of  this 
school  year  so  that  beginning  with  September,  1932,  any 
teacher  who  has  served  more  than  five  years  in  the  same 
school  will  be  assigned  to  a  different  building.  A  major 
reason  for  this  is  that  if  a  child  has  had  the  same  individual 
in  charge  of  his  instruction  over  a  period  of  several  years,  it 
is  to  his  advantage  to  have  someone  of  a  different  person- 
ality who  will  bring  in  a  different  set  of  ideas  and  a  different 
way  of  looking  at  things.  Even  under  this  plan  a  pupil  who 
does  not  go  beyond  the  one-room  school  may  complete  his 
education  without  coming  under  the  direction  of  more  than 
two  different  teaching  personalities.  Even  though  this  plan 
does  not  operate  to  the  convenience  of  all  teachers,  it  seems 
to  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  boys  and  girls,  who  are  our 
main  consideration. 

A  most  advanced  and  forward  looking  policy  has  been 
adopted  by  the  board  and  has  been  well  received  throughout 
the  town  in  the  consolidation  of  eighth  grades  in  a  room  in 
the  Woodstock  Academy  building.  The  co-operation  of  the 
Academy  trustees  with  the  local  school  board  has  been  one 
hundred  percent.  Under  this  plan  which  will  commence  in 
September,  1932,  all  eighth  grade  pupils  in  the  town  will  be 
together  under  the  direction  of  a  teacher  who  does  not  have 
to  divide  her  time  between  pupils  of  this  grade  and  of  the 
lower  grades.  This  teacher  will  have  charge  of  the  eighth 
grade  pupils  all  except  two  periods  of  the  day  when  Acad- 
emy instructors  will  take  charge  of  two  subjects  in  which 
they  are  specialists.  In  return  for  this  service  the  eighth 
grade  teacher  will  have  charge  of  two  classes  in  the  Acad- 
emy which  she  is  thoroughly  qualified  to  teach.  The  pupils 
in  the  eighth  grade  will  ride  to  the  Academy  in  the  busses 
which  the  town  must  by  law  furnish  for  transportation  of 
pupils  in  the  high  school  grades. 

During  the  past  year  pupils  from  the  west  part  of  the 
town  have  been  transported  to  the  Academy  in  a  school  bus 
driven  by  Mr.  Asa  F.  Scranton,  Jr.,  while  pupils  from  the 
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north  and  east  parts  of  the  town  have  made  use  of  the  Inter- 
state busses.  These  busses,  however,  have  not  run  on  a 
schedule  which  is  convenient  to  the  Academy  program  and 
your  Board  has  been  wise  in  establishing  a  second  bus  route 
for  the  coming  school  year.  This  will  be  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  J.  Albert  Anderson. 

With  the  centralizing  of  the  eighth  grade  the  number  of 
pupils  in  our  three  largest  schools  has  been  reduced.  At 
South  Woodstock  the  number  of  pupils  will  be  such  that 
the  school  can  operate  with  only  one  teacher.  Since  the 
number  of  pupils  in  the  English  Neighborhood  School  for 
the  coming  year  will  be  only  five,  this  school  will  not 
remain  open.  There  will  be  a  substantial  saving  for  the 
town  by  accommodating  these  pupils  at  the  North  Wood- 
stock School. 

Three  of  the  teachers  who  have  given  excellent  service 
in  the  public  schools  of  Woodstock  for  several  years  will 
not  continue  on  the  teaching  force.  These  are  Mrs.  Eva 
Hammond,  Mrs.  Clara  I.  Rawson  and  Miss  Susan  S.  Sum- 
ner. In  order  to  effect  a  temporary  financial  saving  to  the 
town,  the  Board  has  voted  to  suspend  the  supervision  of 
music  work  for  the  coming  year.  This  means  that  we  shall 
not  have  the  services  of  Miss  Louise  Pike  who  has  done 
excellent  work  over  a  period  of  years. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  public  meetings  have 
been  held  both  in  the  individual  schools  and  in  a  central 
place  where  several  schools  have  combined  in  a  public  pro- 
gram. During  the  winter  a  most  excellent  operetta  was 
given  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Academy  building.  This  was 
a  co-operative  effort  of  pupils,  teachers,  music  supervisor, 
school  nurse  and  supervisor.  The  purpose  of  these  public 
meetings  has  been  two-fold  ;  first,  to  acquaint  the  general 
public  with  the  excellent  work  which  is  being  done  in  the 
schools,  and  second,  to  give  the  children  an  opportunity  to 
appear  before  different  groups  in  worthwhile  activities. 

The  minimum  age  for  school  entrance  has  remained  the 
same  as  previously,  five  years  and  nine  months  of  age  on 
September  1. 
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The  teachers  during  the  past  year  have  shown  a  most 
excellent  professional  attitude  toward  their  work.  This  has 
been  evidenced  in  the  classroom  work,  in  public  meetings  of 
the  school  and  particularly  in  their  participation  in  an  exten- 
sion course  and  in  summer  school  attendance.  In  spite  of 
added  financial  burdens  and  busy  days  in  school  most  of  the 
teachers  attended  a  course  on  The  Teaching  of  Elementary 
General  Science  at  their  own  expense  during  the  past  year. 
In  addition  to  this  several  of  the  teachers  have  attended  edu- 
cational courses  during  this  summer. 

Just  before  the  opening  of  school  last  September  it 
seemed  wise  to  the  Board  of  Education  to  close  the  Quasset 
school  temporarily.  The  school  was  re-opened  after  the 
Christmas  vacation  on  account  of  the  urgent  request  on  the 
part  of  people  in  the  Quasset  district,  and  placed  in  charge 
of  a  normal  school  graduate  who  had  taken  special  educa- 
tional studies  in  teaching  both  upper  and  lower  grades. 

The  custom  of  holding  an  annual  Field  Day  at  Roseland 
Park  was  continued  with  all  teachers  and  pupils  and  many 
parents  and  interested  friends  present.  During  the  forenoon 
athletic  events  took  place  and  in  the  afternoon  a  general 
social  time  was  enjoyed. 

The  school  nurse.  Miss  Marguerite  Miel,  has  continued 
her  excellent  work  in  the  schools.  She  has  made  many  home 
visits,  as  well  as  the  regular  school  calls,  in  the  interests  of 
children's  health.  She  has  put  in  a  much  larger  amount  of 
time  and  travel  than  her  contract  calls  for,  in  her  effort  "to 
keep  the  well  child  well"  as  well  as  to  help  in  returning  the 
sick  child  to  health. 

Under  her  guidance  and  with  the  assistance  of  inter- 
ested friends,  vaccination  clinics  were  held  in  order  to  give 
the. opportunity  of  vaccination  to  those  pupils  whose  par- 
ents wished  it.  A  summer  round-up  wras  held  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  physical  examinations  to  all  children  who 
expected  to  enter  school  in  September.  The  examinations 
were  conducted  by  Dr.  Haskins  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health.  The  annual  Dental  Clinic  wras  held  as  usual 
under  Miss  Miel's  direction,  with  Dr.  A.  E.  Parent  as  den- 
tist.    The  work  was  made  more  difficult  for  her  this  vear 
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because  it  was  necessary  for  her  to  raise  all  the  funds  for 
the  work,  a  part  of  which  was  from  the  proceeds  from  the 
Operetta.  Up  to  this  year  it  has  been  possible  for  a  friend 
who  realizes  the  importance  of  the  dental  work  to  donate 
$100.  toward  it.  Since  this  is  done  in  the  interests  of  the 
school  children,  the  Board  of  Education  would  be  justified 
in  including  it  in  the  budget. 

I  wish  to  express  my  personal  appreciation  of  the  fine 
spirit  of  co-operation  with  the  supervisor  on  the  part  of  the 
school  board,  teachers,  Academy  trustees,  local  organiza- 
tions and  the  8reneral  community.

Health  Officer's  Report 


Whooping  cough,  mumps,  chicken  pox,  German 
measles,  and  measles  have  all  visited  the  town  this  past 
year.  They  were  all  checked  promptly  without  any  epi- 
demic. 

In  October,  with  the  help  of  Miss  Miel,  seventy  school 
children  were  vaccinated  against  small  pox.  There  was  no 
expense  to  the  town  for  this. 

Mr.  Frank  Foskett's  slaughterhouse  is  licensed. 

The  four  summer  camps  have  been  inspected.  Three 
of  them  are  rated  ''good".  Two  of  them  deserve  especial 
commendation.  The  fourth  is  better  than  last  year  and  is 
rated  fair.  This  rating  applies  only  to  sanitary  conditions 
and  has  nothing  to  do  with  amusement  facilities. 

There  have  been  nineteen  births  and  twenty-two  deaths 
during  the  year.
